Here, according to the Marquia 
pa Mores’ acheme, ia to bo the future port 
of Tonquin, . Following the course of. the 
tiver, 125 mileg of railway would reach the 
point-on the frontier where the Son-ki-kong 
enters China, near Lungchow, which. is on 
an affueut of the Canton river, and another 
60-miles would reaeb a point on the frontier 
near’ Powve-ting. . A careful ‘commercial 
survey of this part of China was made in 
1885.86: by Mr. F. S.A, Bovens, of Her 
Majesty’a:Consular service, and from bis re- 
port and the route eketches by which j 

illustrated some idea may be formed of the 
prospecte of a railway touching the Hwangei 
province at the points mentioned. First, ag 
to Lungchow. This town, which is one of 
the frontier trading stations opened by the 
Franco-Chineae treaty, ia convected with 
Naoning-fu by a stream called. the Tso 
Chiang. The commercial capabilities of this 
stream, Mr. Bourne: says, desorvo careful 
study, because along it, according to his 
judgment, lies tliv-only route worth mention< 
ing Letween Kwang-si and ‘Tonquin..
